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CHICAGO  --  An  architecture  student  from  Afghanistan,  studying 
at  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  here,  has  won  the  opportunity  of 
;.ng  his  design  for  a  minimum  size  basic  house  built  full  scale  as 
an  experimental  model. 

The  student,  M.  Rafi  Samizay  of  Kabul,  planned  a  basic  home  for 
four  persons  using  only  527  square  feet  of  space.   Each  year  students 
in  the  third  year  architecture  classes  at  I  IT  are  assigned  a  project 
of  designing  a  basic  two-bedroom  house  using  a  maximum  of  750  square 
feet  as  an  exercise  in  the  use  of  space.   This  year,  the  class 
instructor  Erdmann  Schmocker,  assistant  professor  of  architecture  at 
I  IT,  offered  to  buy  dinner  for  the  student  who  could  provide  a  good 
plan  for  a  two-bedroom  house  for  four  persons  using  only  550  square 
feet . 

Samizay's  design  was  acceptable  enough  to  the  requirement  to  win 
him  the  dinner.   In  order  to  illustrate  the  space  actually  allotted 
on  the  student  plans,  Mr.  Schmocker  and  the  students  constructed  the 
winning  plan  in  full  scale  within  S.  R.  Crown  Hall,  the  steel  and

glass  building  at  IIT  designed  by  famed  architect  Ludwig  Mies  van  der 
Rohe .   Crown  Hall  houses  the  departments  of  architecture,  city  and 
the  Institute  of  Design. 

The  model  home,  built  of  wood  and  cardboard, was  a  slightly 
enlarged  version  of  Samizay's  basic  design.   All  on  one  floor,  the 
house  included  provisions  for  beating  and  laundry  facilites  in 
concealed  closet  areas;  a  kitchen;  two  bedrooms,  each  with  space  for 
two  beds,    closets  and  work  areas;  a  bathroom  and  a  living-dining 
room  combination  with  a  fireplace. 

IIT  is  one  of  12  U.  S.  universities  which  make  up  a  consortium 
to  aid  Afghanistan  in  the  education  of  its  professional  engineers. 
Professors  from  IIT  help  staff  the  faculty  of  engineering  at  the 
University  of  Kabul  on  a  two-year  rotating  basis  and  four  students 
from  Afghanistan  are  currently  enrolled  at  IIT.

As  a  part  of  program  session  #  12  of  the  1965  ACL)  Conference  Mr.  iiill 
Dunbar,  Director  of  Grover  M.  Hermann  Hall,  IIT,  discussed  the  subject 
of  "Broadening  the  Unions  Music  Horizon". 

Among  other  subjects  this  discussion  described  the  methods  used  by  various 
universities  to  provide  music  listening  rooms  or  facilities  in  their  unions. 

The  conclusion  was  that  if  the  budget  could  afford  it  a  maned  facility  was 
the  best  because  there  was  not  an  acceptable  automatic  record  system  on  the 
market.  A  record  system  was  needed  that  could  provide  the  desired  amount  of 
flexibility,  selectivity,  and  yet  provide  security  of  equipment  and  still  be 
competitively  priced. 

Recently  a  new  unit  was  introduced  in  Chicago  from  Seeburg  that  Mr.  Dunbar 
feels  meets  the  requirements  of  IIT.   Tnis  is  basically  a  vertical  play 
record  player  that  can  accommodate  any  standard  33  mono  or  stereo  record. 
Selections  are  made  by  operating  the  control  unit  similar  to  the  one  used 
by  the  Seeburg  jukebox. 

In  the  installation  at  IIT  the  record  unit  and  control  unit  are  located  at 
opposite  ends  of  the  building.  The  selections  are  made  in  the  music  room 
by  using  a  remote  control.   One  additional  bonus  is  that  when  a  music  room 
is  not  being  used  tne  unit  automatically  plays  background  music  in  the 
building. 

After  taking  such  a  pessimistic  view  of  the  market  offering  in  1963  Mr. 
Dunbar  felt  tnat  the  ACU  membership  should  be  informed  of  this  new  develop- 
ment in  the  field.

CHICAGO  —  The  "Twist,"  and  its  various  offspring,  such  as  the 
"Frug,"  "Watusi,"  "Jerk,"  etc.,  are  symptoms  of  a  deep-seated  social 
sickness,  according  to  an  article  recently  published  in  a  scientific 
journal  by  Dr.,  Edward  M„  Levine,  an  associate  professor  of  political 
science  at  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology . 

In  his  article,  "The  Twist:   A  Symptom  of  Identity  Problems  as 
Social  Pathology,"  published  in  the  February,  1967  issue  of  the 
Israel  Annals  of  Psychiatry  and  Related  Disciplines;,  Levine  says  that 
"the  primary  function  of  the  Twist  is  to  provide  an  essentially  emotional, 
extremely  intense,  and  entirely  transient  sense  of  self-awareness  to 
the  many  who  today  are  anxiously  in  search  of,  or  uncertain  about, 
their  identity  as  individuals.   Furthermore. . .the  Twist  is  a  symptom  of 
this  lack  of  identity  which  is... a  pathological  condition." 

Using  the  word  "Twist"  as  a  generic  term  to  include  similar  forms 
of  dancing,  Levine  asserts  that  vthe  Twist  marked  the  first  time  in 
history  that  teen-agers  had  both  created  and  established  a  dance  style 
for  all  age  groups.   Equally  striking  is  that  adults  very  soon 
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enthusiastically  learned  to  dance  the  Twist,  instead  of  keeping  to  their 
own  dance  styles ,  as  they  had  in  the  pstst . . .   It  was  not  so  long  ago 
that  the  Twist  would  have  been  roundly  condemned  as  immoral . " 

For  those  who  are  genuinely  involved  in  dancing  it,,  Levine  says, 
the  Twist  is  an  experience  in  which  the  senses  feed  upon  stimuli  for 
which  they  have  an  acute  and  continuing  need.   "The  music,  rhythm, 
volume,  and  tempo  all  converge  to  obliterate  everything  but  a  constantly 
pulsating  and  deeply  felt  sensuality.   An  extremely  eroticized  sense 
of  self-awareness  is  quickly  aroused,  as  all  else  recedes  into  oblivion. 
Small  wonder,  then,  that  the  dance  is  often  characterized  by  orgastic 
movements  and  by  flights  into  auto-erotic  sensations.   Almost  wholly 
unfettered  in  its  stimulation  of  the  emotions,  the  Twist  induces 
emotional  introversion." 

"Sociologically,"  Levin©  continues,  "the  Twist  has  lost  all 
significance  as  a  dance.   There  are  no  longer  partners,  only  individuals 
who  walk  together  to  the  dance  floor  (because  of  custom)  to  become,  the 
moment  the  music  begins,  an  agglomeration  of  human  beings  who  have  lost 
all  relationship  to  each  other.   Sexual  roles  have  been  eradicated,  for 
there  are  no  longer  steps—only  erotic,  frenetic  undulations."

Levine  contends  that  Twist-type  dances t    characterized  by  an 
undirected  flurry  of  sensual  movements/'  abandon  form;,  structure , 
oherence  and  gracefulness  in  favor  of  whatever  combination  of  movements 
ppeals  to  the  dancers „   In  so  doing ,  he  says,  they  portray  "the 
mptiaesSs  int rovers ion ,  and  negation  of  the  dancers"  emotionality. 
hey  are  linked  only  by  their  common  need  for  the  release  of  tensions 
nd  the  emotional  sensations  that  briefly  provide  them  with  an  aroused 
ense  of  self.  As  an  expression  of  the  lack  of  self-identityB  the  Twist 
s  a  symptom  of  the  social  pathology  of  this  culture."

He  is  the  author 
of  two  books  on  electronics  and  solid  state  physics  and  is  represented 
in  other  technical  works  as  co-author,  editor,  or  contributor.   He 
is  a  Fellow  in  the  American  Physical  Society  and  a  member  of  Sigma  Xi 
and  the  American  Association  for  the  Advancement  of  Science. 

A  native  of  Chicago,  Dr.  Brophy,  his  wife,  Muriel,  and  their 
three  children  reside  in  Western  Springs,  Illinois. 

Dr.  Brophy  succeeds  Dr.  Martin  A.  Elliott  as  academic  vice 
president  of  I IT.   Dr.  Elliott  has  resigned  to  become  Technical 
Advisor  to  Management  for  Texas  Eastern  Transmission  Corporation, 
Houston,  Texas,  effective  July  1,  1967.   Prior  to  that  date  he  will 
devote  full  time  to  his  activities  as  executive  consultant  to  the 
Institute  of  Gas  Technology,  a  research  affiliate  of  IIT.

A  former 
member  of  the  chemistry  department  of  Princeton  University,  he  is 
a  professor  of  chemistry  and  recently  retired  as  dean  of  the  graduate 
school  at  the  University  of  Utah. 

He  received  the  National  Science  Medal,  our  government's  highest 
award  to  men  of  science  last  year,  "for  contributions  to  our  understanding 
of  the  structure  and  properties  of  matter,  especially  for  the  creation 
of  absolute  rate  theory,  one  of  the  sharpest  tools  in  the  study  of 
chemical  reactions."   The  absolute  rate  theory  is  a  theoretical  way  to 
determine  how  fast  a  chemical  reactions  occur,  with  applications  in 
the  fields  of  biochemistry,  molecular  biology,  physics  and  related  fields.

CHICAGO  --  The  Public  Health  Service  of  the  Department  of  Health, 
Iducation  and  Welfare  has  awarded  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology 
122,632  for  continuing  research  on  an  organism  which  causes  an  often 
!atal  food  poisoning,  botulism. 

Dr.  James  J,  Brophy,  IIT  academic  vice  president  announced  the 
'eceipt  of  the  grant  today  and  said  That  the  research  will  continue 
inder  the  direction  of  Dr .  Nicholas  Grecz ,  associate  professor  of 
aerobiology  at  IIT. 

The  project,  which  began  in  March,  1966,  is  scheduled  to  continue 
hrough  February,  1969,   The  researchers  are  studying  the  structure  of 
he  botulinum  toxin  molecule  in  an  effort  to  explain  why  it  is  resistant 
o  heat  while  it  is  in  the  spore  or  seed  stage.   The  botulinum  toxin 
s  normally  easily  destroyed  by  heat  in  its  vegetative  or  free  state,, 
recz  explained,  but  becomes  highly  resistent  when  enclosed  in  the 
pore , 

Once  a  mass  killer,  Botulism  outbreaks  in  the  U.  S.  are  now  only 
eported  about  12  times  annually,  Grecz  said,   Improperly  prepared 
ome-canned  food  is  often  the  carrier,  he  explained,  but  the  organism 


-more- 
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is  also  found  occasionally  in  commercial  food  products. 

The  international  implications  of  the  botulism  problem  is 
underscored  by  the  fact  that  the  IIT  scientist  presented  papers  to 
three  meetings  in  Europe  last  summer  and  has  already  accepted  an  invitation 
to  report  on  the  nature  of  his  work  at  a  symposium  on  toxins  and  venoms 
sponsored  by  the  International  Biochemical  Society  and  the  Japanese 
National  Institute  of  Health  to  be  held  near  Tokyo  next  August. 

During  the  summer  of  1966,  Grecz  presented  papers  at  the  International 
Congress  of  Microbiology  in  Moscow;  the  International  Symposium  on 
Food  Irradiation  at  Karlsruhe,  Germany;  and  attended  a  meeting  in  Vienna, 
\ustria,  sponsored  by  the  International  Atomic  Energy  Agency  as  one  of 
an  international  panel  of  experts  on  food  microbiology.

CHICAGO  —  The  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  varsity  nine 
made  a  clean  sweep  of  last  week's  scheduled  play,  taking  a  twin-bill 
from  Concordia  Teachers  College  of  River  Forest  and  a  single  game  from 
Wheat on. 

The  leading  hitter  for  the  Techawks  Tom  Williams,  a  centerf ielder 
from  the  Chicago  area,  led  the  attack  against  Concordia  with  six  hits 
for  the  day.   His  two  triples  and  two  doubles  drove  in  five  runs. 

Lefty  Stu  Mathewson,  who  started  the  first  game,  was  unable  to 
finish  and  was  relieved  by  workhorse  Tom  Ciesla,  who  collected  the 
victory,  his  second,  without  a  loss.   Ciesla  picked  up  his  first  win 
against  Wheaton  and  now  has  a  1.83  ERA  with  20  strikeouts  and  has  given 
up  only  five  passes  in  19  2/3  innings.

Danforth,  professor  of  architecture  and  director  of  the  department  of 
architecture  at  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  the  honor  of 
fellowship  and  membership  in  the  College  of  Fellows  of  the  A. I. A. 
The  award  will  be  formally  conferred  May  18  at  the  A. I. A.  annual 
dinner  in  New  York  City. 

Danforth,  50,  was  named  for  his  notable  contribution  to  the 
advancement  of  the  architectural  profession  in  educational  service. 
A  native  of  LaHarpe,  Kansas,  he  became  director  of  the  department  of 
architecture  at  IIT  in  1959  following  six  years  as  chairman  of  the 
department  of  architecture  at  Western  Reserve  University  in  Cleveland 
where  he  instituted  a  new  curriculum. 

Active  in  the  Chicago  Chapter  of  the  A. I. A.,  Danforth  is  a  member 
of  the  committee  on  education  and  registration,  the  program  committee, 
and  a  past  member  of  the  board  of  directors.   He  is  a  licensed 
architect  in  the  states  of  Illinois,  Ohio  and  Iowa  and  a  member  of  the 
national  council  of  architectural  registration  boards.

Danforth  received  his  degree  in  architecture  in  1940  from  Armour 
Institute  of  Technology,  one  of  the  predecessors  of  I IT.

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CHICAGO,  May  13  —  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology's  3  year 
"Investment  In  Tomorrow"  development  campaign  for  $25,000,000  has 
exceeded  its  financial  goal  by  nearly  $1,125,000  in  less  than  24  months, 
a  year  ahead  of  schedule,  according  to  Dr.  John  T.  Rettaliata,  I IT 
president,  and  Maynard  P.  Venema ,  chairman  of  the  board  of  Universal 
Oil  Products  Company  and  vice  chairman  for  development  of  the  I IT 
board  of  trustees. 

The  campaign,  launched  on  May  27,  1965,  will  be  continued  to 
raise  an  additional  $7,000,000,  Mr.  Venema,  general  chairman  of  The 
IIT  Campaign,  said.   He  explained  that  the  additional  funds  are  needed 
to  fulfill  the  remaining  program  objectives  of  the  campaign,  including 
projects  which  have  been  affected  by  rising  costs  or  for  which  unrestricted 
funds  have  not  yet  been  contributed.   An  additional  Engineering  Building, 
costing  $2,000,000,  a  Physics-Chemistry  Building,  costing  $2,800,000, 
and  other  immediate  requirements  amounting  to  $2,200,000  still  remain 
to  be  funded.   Alumni  campaigns  underway  both  in  the  Chicago  area  and 
nationally,  as  well  as  campaigns  among  corporations,  foundations,  and 
individuals  will  be  continued  to  meet  these  objectives. 
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"Early  achievement  of  the  financial  goal  which  we  originally 
projected  provides  an  emphatic  endorsement  of  IIT's  role  in  serving 
educational  and  research  needs  of  the  Midwest  in  an  age  when  science 
i  nd  technology  are  dominant  factors  in  our  country's  industrial, 
economic,  and  social  development,"  Mr.  Venema  said.   "This  is  very 
gratifying.   It  is  also  a  great  credit  to  the  campaign  leaders  and  to 
the  members  of  their  various  committees.   At  the  same  time,  the 
requirements  of  the  university  remain  great.   This  successful  campaign 
;an  be  regarded  only  as  a  first  major  fund  raising  step  toward  creating 
the  superior  university  of  science  and  technology  needed  by  Chicago  and 
the  nation." 

The  announcement  was  made  at  the  annual  alumni  reunion  held  tonight, 
Saturday,  May  13,  on  the  I IT  campus.   Dr.  Rettaliata  reported  that 
jommitments  to  the  campaign,  the  first  public  drive  for  funds  in  the 
Institution's  history,  now  total  more  than  $26,125,000.   This  amount 
Lncludes  a  $5,000,000  challenge  grant  from  the  Ford  Foundation  which 
the  university  is  required  to  match  with  $15,000,000  given  from  other 
>rivate  sources,  and  approximately  $2,879,000  in  government  grants  for 
ise  primarily  toward  the  construction  of  a  new  $3,200,000  Life  Sciences 
Juilding  and  a  $4,000,000  Engineering  Building.   Both  buildings  are 
Jpecific  objectives  in  the  campaign. 
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The  $26,125,000  in  new  resources  obtained  through  the  campaign  does 
not  include  over  $2,300,000  in  Federal  loans  for  three  newly  constructed 
residence  halls  or  over  $6,000,000  in  special  research  grants  received 
during  the  period  of  the  campaign.   Dr.  Rettaliata  reported  that  campaign 
costs  have  been  approximately  1.7%  of  the  money  raised.   "We  know  our 
donors  share  our  pride  in  this  extremely  low  figure,"  he  said. 

The  chairmen  of  the  major  campaign  committees  are:   Robert  C. 
Becherer,  chairman  of  the  board,  Link-Belt  Company,  Business  and  Industry; 
Leslie  N.  Christensen,  president,  Twenty  North  Wacker  Corporation  and 
manager  Kemper  Insurance  Building,  Metropolitan  Chicago;  Joseph  B. 
Lanterman,  president,  Amsted  Industries,  Incorporated,  Corporations; 
Allen  F.  McKee,  assistant  treasurer,  Zenith  Hearing  Aid  Sales  Corporation, 
Parents;  Harris  Perlstein,  chairman  of  Pabst  Brewing  Company,  Major 
Gifts;  Robert  A.  Pritzker,  president, The  Marmon  Group,  National  Alumni; 
John  T.  Rettaliata,  president,  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology, 
Foundations.   All  of  them  will  continue  solicitation  for  the  additional 
funds  required  to  complete  those  program  objectives  that  have  not  yet 
been  realized. 

The  impact  of  the  successful  financial  drive  upon  the  university 
has  already  been  dramatic,  according  to  Dr.  Rettaliata.   "Since  September 
1964,  when  the  Ford  Foundation  challenge  grant  was  awarded,  IIT  has 
undertaken  building  construction  representing  a  total  investment  of 
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pproximately  $11,800,000,"  he  said.   "The  Life  Sciences  Building  and 
hree  residence  halls  have  been  completed  and  the  new  Engineering  Building 
nd  Arthur  Keating  Hall,  a  $2,300,000  gymnasium  facility,  are  scheduled 
or  occupancy  in  the  fall  of  1967. 

"Academic  progress  has  been  marked  by  the  growth  of  the  faculty 
nd  the  student  body,  increase  in  student  aid  and  faculty  salaries,  and 
rowth  in  educational  programs  and  research  activities  in  virtually  all 
cademic  areas.   There  has  been  a  46  per  cent  increase  in  full-time 
raduate  enrollment,  a  51  per  cent  increase  in  funded  research  activity, 
nd  a  sharp  increase  in  the  number  of  graduate  degrees  awarded.   We  think 
hese  are  the  kinds  of  dividends  that  our  donors  hoped  their  investments 
i  I IT  would  produce.   Their  support  provides  encouraging  evidence  of 
tie  willingness  of  private  individuals  and  organizations  to  continue  to 
romote  the  strength  and  vitality  of  our  private  institutions  of  higher 
lucation.   We  are  deeply  grateful  for  their  confidence  and  their 
»nerosity . " 

The  $26,125,000  in  commitments  to  the  campaign  represents  gifts 
rom  over  6,600  donors.   Seven  grants  in  amounts  ranging  from  $1,000,000 
)  $5,000,000  have  been  received;  36  in  amounts  ranging  from  $100,000 
?  $1,000,000;  and  105  in  amounts  from  $10,000  to  $100,000. 

Commitments  from  trustees  of  the  university  have  amounted  to  more 
lan  $7,300,000. 

Commitments  from  corporations  now  total  nearly  $9,400,000. 
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"We  are  in  the  24th  month  of  what  was  planned  as  a  three  year 
fund-raising  drive,"  Mr.  Venema  pointed  out.   "The  campaign  organization 
is  therefore  moving  directly  into  a  Completion  Fund  drive  to  obtain  within 
the  next  year  the  additional  $7,000,000  still  needed  to  realize  the 
remaining  program  objectives." 

Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  is  a  privately-supported  independent 
co-educational  institution  offering  undergraduate  and  graduate  programs 
in  engineering  and  the  physical  sciences,  biology,  the  social  sciences 
and  humanities,  business  management,  and  design,  architecture,  and  city 
planning.   The  university  was  established  in  1940  through  the  merger  of 
two  pioneer  Chicago  institutions  of  higher  education,  Armour  Institute 
of  Technology  (founded  1892)  and  Lewis  Institute  (founded  1896) . 

Since  1940,  I IT  has  grown  from  a  7-acre  campus  with  five  major 
buildings  to  a  120-acre  campus  comprising  56  buildings.   Its  assets 
have  increased  from  $5,000,000  to  $91,000,000  and  its  annual  operating 
budget  from  $1,700,000  to  $45,000,000  (including  the  operations  of  its 
research  affiliates,  IIT  Research  Institute  and  the  Institute  of  Gas 
Technology) .   It  offers  programs  for  the  Bachelor's  degree  in  29  fields, 
for  the  Master's  degree  in  41  fields,  and  for  the  Ph.D.  in  20  fields. 
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Over  8,200  students  are  enrolled  In  I IT'S  educational  programs- 
approximate  ly  3,000  full-time  day  students  and  5,200  in  the  Evening 
Division.   Approximately  2,200  of  them  are  enrolled  in  the  Graduate 
School  for  full-time  or  part-time  study  toward  advanced  degrees.

Mr.  Grant  L.  Hansen,  vice  president  and  director  of  Launch 
Vehicle  Systems  for  the  Convair  Division  of  General  Dynamics, 
developer  of  the  Atlas-Centaur  space  vehicle  which  has  lifted 
the  Surveyor  to  the  moon.   A  1948  graduate  with  a  degree  in 
electrical  engineering,  Mr.  Hansen  was  responsible  for  the 
technical  direction  of  all  his  division's  activities  in  dev- 
eloping the  space  booster  for  the  flight. 
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Dr.  Robert  L.  Roderick,  assistant  manager,  Space  Systems 
Division,  Hughes  Aircraft  Company,  who  was  manager  of  the  pro- 
gram which  developed  the  Surveyor  spacecraft  itself.  Also  a  1948 
I IT  graduate,  Dr.  Roderick  and  his  classmate  Grant  Hansen,  had 
overall  responsibility  for  the  three  vehicles  (Atlas,  Centaur,  and 
Surveyor)  which  were  combined  in  the  mission. 

Dr.  Leo  Stoolman,  now  technical  director  and  assistant 
manager,  Space  Systems  Division,  Hughes  Aircraft  Company, 
directed  the  initial  technical  development  of  the  Surveyor  space- 
craft from  its  inception.   He  received  his  degree  in  mechanical 
engineering  from  I IT  in  1941.

CHICAGO  —  Chicago's  third  Vocational  Guidance  Institute  under  Plans 
for  Progress  opens  June  26,  1967,  for  the  analysis  and  study  of  youth 

employment  problems , 

The  four-week  Institute  is  given  by  the  department  of  psychology 
and  education  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  from  June  26  through 
July  20.   It  is  presented  with  the  cooperation  of  the  Chicago  Association 
of  Commerce  and  Industry  under  Mr.  William  Burhans,  director,  Health, 
Education,,  and  Welfare,   Chicago-area  companies  are  sponsoring  and 
financially  supporting  the  Institute. 

Dr.  Charles  S.  Dewey,  associate  professor  of  psychology  at  I IT  and 
director  of  the  Institute,  said  the  course  is  open  to  selected  counselors 
in  public  and  parochial  schools  and  community  agencies,  a  total  of 
forty-five  participants .   They  will  receive  college  credit  for  their 
participation.   The  institute  will  consist  of  field  trips  to  Chicago-area 
companies  to  learn  firsthand  about  the  employment  problems  and  possibilities

slors  never  have  the  opportunity  to  observe  the  actual 
industrial  and  business  working  situation,  Dr.  Dewey  explained.   After 
visiting  various  companies  and  discussing  employment  needs  and  requirements, 
the  counselors  are  better  equipped  to  guide  their  students  toward 
successful  entry  into  the  world  of  work. 

The  Institute  is  a  design  for  community  action  to  assist  in  meeting 
head-on  the  employment  problems  for  youth  in  the  Chicago  area.   "We  have 
in  Chicago ,  as  in  other  urban  areas,"  Dr.  Dewey  said,  "the  paradox  of 
very  high  employment  together  with  severe  unemployment  problems  for 
certain  groups  of  youth  between  the  ages  of  sixteen  and  twenty-one.   We 
know  that  four  out  of  five  of  our  young  people  will  not  be  graduated  from 
college.   The  eighty  per  cent  are  the  ones  who  may  need  practical  help  in 
securing  work  with  opportunity  to  reach  their  potential.   Participants  in 
the  Institute  will  work  to  build  liaison  between  companies  and  their  own 
schools  so  that  all  can  contribute  realistically  toward  getting  these 
young  people  into  challenging  work  situations."

"This  donation  is  consistent  with  our  Company's  policy  of  encourag- 
ing and  supporting  research  and  educational  facilities  which  are  in  the 
public  welfare,  particularly  in  scientific  and  engineering  areas  in  which 
the  Company  has  great  interest,"  Mr.  Hartley  said. 

The  facility  became  available  following  the  merger  of  Pure  Oil  into 
Union  Oil  and  subsequent  centralization  of  the  Company's  research  operations 
at  Brea,  California. 

I.I.T.  President,  Dr.  J.  T.  Rettaliata  said  the  Institute  will  use 
the  property  to  establish  a  second  research  facility  and  college  campus 
which  will  help  to  meet  the  growing  need  in  the  Chicago  area  for  additional 
research  and  related  educational  facilities  in  scientific  and  technological 
areas. 

"We  plan  to  expand  our  research  and  development  activities  In  many 
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fields,  including  air  pollution,  water  resources  and  pollution,  petro- 
chemicals, marine  protein  concentrates,  agricultural  sciences,  space 
communications  and  other  fields  which  are  of  vital  importance  to  the  public 
welfare  and  security,"  Rettaliata  said. 

The  research  complex  embraces  six  main  buildings  and  a  number  of 
storage  buildings  covering  lO^OOO  square  feet  of  floor  space  on  a  107 -acre 
site.  The  facility  when  built  in  1951  cost  approximately  $5,000,000, 
including  cost  of  the  land. 

Included  In  the  complex  are  chemical,  automotive,  and  engineering 
research  facilities. 

Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  has  its  main  campus  in  Chicago, 
some  55  miles  from  Crystal  Lake.  With  its  research  affiliates,  it  ranks 
third  in  the  nation  of  all  technological  institutions  in  combined  expendi- 
tures for  education  and  research.
